Council was in session almost 
hours Tuesday evening, the greater 
part of the session being taKen up 
with the report of the Walnut-Cam- 
bridge board 01 equalization. Council 
will meet, Friday evening to ta-ke ac- 
tion on the report- Much other busi- 
ness was transacted. 


Only Councilman Zugschwect was 
absent when 1'iesideni, Weisner 
ped for order and Clerk Wimmer read 
a petition for the paving of North 
Sixth between Main and Walnut. So- 
licitor McDowell said that in view ot 
the troubles on Walnut and Cam- 
bridge he bad put, a clause in the pe- 
tition to prevent a repetition. It had 
been erased from the petition. 
Dr. 


Hennel said a had been cut out be- 
cause some&proper y owners did not 
understand it. The solicitor replied 
that if the improvement was made 
under the petition as read the city 
would have to puy for much of it. It 
is not necessarv 
under 
the laws 


governing a citv to have a petition, he 
said in answer to Mr. Powelson. 
Council could order it by a two-thirds 
vote. There are four lots on this 
block 
fronting on other improved 
streets, and the owners would not be 
compelled to pay for the Sixth street 
improvement- 
About half of the 
cost of paving would come out of the 
city treasury. The petition was heid 
over until the next meeting on mo- 
tion of Mr. Johnson. 
The opening of 
Eleventh street 


came np in the report of Mr. Holmes 
who said tue Chestnut street property 
owners would place no price on the 
land needed. JJe recornrnendeo the 
property be 
condemned if council 


wanted the street- opened. 
Rev. Mr. Sever argued for the open- 


ing of the street- 
tie thought they 
should have one street in that part of 
town without a jog. It was particu- 
larly in the interest of the Bancroft 
school and the church, he said. 
"1 
think we ought to take some pride in 
our city. I ttink it will be for the 
futureVood of the city,": 


Mr. Holmes said street committee 
bad investigated the openinc of 
Twelfth in this connection, and found 
the necessary property could be ob- 
tained for S1200. Eleventh 
stre t. 
lowever. seemed out of the question 
The committee 
was allowed two 


weeks more, 
Mr. Tish said the committee r-n 


rules would like to have an extension 
of two weeks. They got it on motion 
of Mr. Shaw. 
Mayor Rinner said that the \Vheel-

The Pine Street Bridge. 


Mr. Powelson said he was simply

At the confer- 
ence afterward council thought it 
would be better to make the angle on 
the east side of the railroad.

I 
have spoken to residents of Chestnut 
street, and they sanction what I say 
I think the whole city will be ziad il 
you take this action.'
